Outstanding Canadian Philatelists 


BY V. G. GREENE, F.R.P.S.L. 


L. SEALE HOLMES, M.D. 


Most Canadian collectors know of 
Dr. L. Seale Holmes of London, Ont- 
ario, and his genial personality has 
won him a host of friends from coast 
to coast in Canada and the United 
States. He was born in London Ont- 
ario in 1884, graduated from the 
University of Western. Ontario and 
during the first World War was 
Medical Officer, Military District 
No. 1. He served on the London City 
Council first in 1918 and 1919 and 
was presented to the Prince of Wales 
who visited London in the latter 
year. Was also elected in the 1920’s 
and for nearly all of the 1930's, act- 
ing for a time as Chairman of the 
Town Planning Commission and for 
several years was Chairman of 
Finance for the London City Council. 
Dr. Holmes is a past President of 
the London Academy of Medicine and 
was presented to King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth on their visit 
to London in 1939, 

Dr. Holmes has been a life-long 
philatelist and for a short time was 
publisher of the “Canada Stamp 
Sheet'. He formerly held office in 
the British American Philatelic 
Association and was at one time 
President of the Dominion Philatelic 
Association as well as being  Presi- 
dent of the London Philatelic Assoc- 
iation for some years. 

In 1935 he began publishing the 
Holmes Catalogue of Canada and 
B.N.A. which ran through several 
editions until 1943 and in that year 
he purchased the copyright to Jar- 
rett's well known book on  B.N.A. 
and brought out the combined 
Holmes Catalogue which was sold 
out completely in three days after 
publication. In 1945 this book was 
re-issued with slight changes and 
was sold out in a few weeks. Both 
of these editions were accomplished 
with the help of many of the leading 
specialists associating themselves 
with his  Editorship. The seventh 
edition of the Catalogue has been 
entirely re-written and is, at the 
moment, being run off the presses 


and is being eagerly looked forward 
to by B.N.A. specialists. 

Canadian revenue stamps have 
always interested the doctor and in 
the field of Canadian postal station- 
ery he is considerered the foremost 
authority as well as having perhaps 
the most extensive collection in ex- 
istenee of this interesting branch 
of Canadian philately. Dr. Holmes 
believes that the increasing interest 
shown in postal stationery in the 
United States and Canada and the 
undoubted rarity of many items now 
within the reach of many collectors 
wil certainly attract more en- 
thusiasts. 

Dr. Holmes is a specialist in skin 
diseases and X-Ray and holds a 
specialist certificate of the Royal 
College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Canada. He is also active in 
Church matters and is a member of 
the Board of Directors of the London 
Bible Institute and is associated with 
the Christian Business Men's Assoc- 
iation. For several years he was a 
Senator of the University of West- 
ern Ontario, 

Dr. Holmes is a member of the 
Canadian Philatelic Association, 
British Philatelic Association, Amer- 
ican ‘Philatelic Associaton, etc. and 
is also a director of CAPEX, the 
Exhibition which will be held in 
Toronto in 1951. He manages to at- 
tend many of the philatelic con- 
ventions in Canada and the United 
States and his advice is eagerly 
sought by eollectors of the stamps 
and postal history of British North 
America.

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Notes on ihe 1948 Christmas Seal 


J, E. Kraemer, C.P.S. 4254 


The designer of this year's 
Christmas Seal is Barry Bart a well 
Known American painter. Born in 
Paris, he began his studies there 
under the tutelage of his architect 
father, later entering L'Ecole des 
Beaux Arts to study architecture 


and painting. Further studies took 
him to Milan, Florenee and Rome. 

For several years he travelled 
from town to town, repairing old 
frescoes in churches. He made this 
his specialty in order to study at 
close hand the techniques of the 
great masters. While pursuing this 
work he fell from a forty foot 
seaffold, his downward flight being 
interrupted by & candelabrum which 
caught and held him by his clothing 
a mere eighteen feet from a solid 
marble floor. As à result he  dis- 
continued this phase of his en- 
deavours and when World War I 
came along he put his enthusiasm 
for aviation to good use and became, 
as one of his nephews put it, “a 
French aee more than three times." 
At the end of the war Premier 
Clemenceau oppointed him Official 
Painter of Military Aviation. 

The aforementioned nephew  be- 
came the inspiration for the 1948 
Seal. After everybody in the house 
had retired on Christmas Eve, the 
little boy slipped out of bed and tip- 
toed downstairs to sit before the 
fire, there to await a visit from St. 
Nicholas. He was so surprised to 
wake up in his bed Christmas morn- 
ing that it was easy to convince him 
that good St. Nick had carried there 
when he found him asleep in front of 
the fire. 

Barry Bart has exhibited in vari- 
ous galleries in Paris and at the 
former Anderson Galleries in New 
York. His paintings hang in the 
Luxembourg, Nantes and Avignon 
Museums. At his farm in Connecticut 
he raises dachshunds and besides 
does all his own eultivating and 
landscaping. 

The 1948 Canadian Christmas 
Seals are the same design as those 
of the United States, the only dif- 
ference being that the U.S. seals 


have on them the initials “U.S.A.”. 
However, there is also a large ad- 
ditional printing of Canadian seals in 
the French language. AN U.S.A. 
seals are printed in English. The 
Canadian Tuberculosis Association is 
also supplying 1948 Christmas Seals 
for England, Newfoundland, British 
Guiana, Jamaica and Bermuda. These 
are exactly as those distributed in 
Canada except in the case of Ber- 


muda. They. overprint their seals 
with the word “BERMUDA”. 





The Christmas Seals supplied this 
year by the Canadian Association 
have been printed by Arthur-Jones 
Ltd., Toronto, Ontario. Because they 
are all run by one printer, there is 
no distinquishing printers’ mark. The 
total quantity printed was 370,000,- 


000 English and 38,000,000 French — 


of which 331,090,000 English and 
38,000,000 French are distributed in 
Canada. All of the above seals are 
perforated 12% x 12%. There are 
seven progressive colour proofs  be- 
sides the imperforate seal in both 
the English and French text type. 

The 1948 seals for the U.S.A. were 
printed by four different lithograph- 
ers, namely Eureka, Edwards and 
Deutsch, Strobridge, and United 
States Printing and Lithograph 
Company. The letters “E”, “D” “S” 
and “U” are used as an identification 
mark by each of the above firms re- 
spectively and indicates which firm 
printed the seals. This is called the 
“printer's mark” and is found on the 
lower left-hand corner of the 56th 
seal just above the “8” of the date. 
All the U.S. seals this year are per- 
forated 12% x 1216 with the ex- 
ception of those printed by Eureka, 
which are perforated 12 x 12%. The 
National Tuberculosis Association 
with head-quarters in New York dis- 
tribute the U.S. Seals.

New York, Nov. 26—A stamp col- 


lection belonging to Harold L. Ickes, 
former secretary of the interior, 
brought $57,585 at public auction 
here today. Ickes collected 10,000 
stamps and 1,500 covers over a 30- 
year period.

T.S.C. CLUB NOTES 


. Winthrop S. Boggs, Director of 
the Philatelic Foundation New York, 
was guest speaker at the meeting of 


the Toronto Stamp Collectors Club 
held Thursday evening, November 
18th. Mr. Boggs, an able and fluent 
speaker gave a most interesting talk 
on the aims and objects of the 
Foundation. He stated that in March, 
1945 it was granted a perpetual 
charter by the University of the 
State of New York as an educational, 
non-profit organization. It had a 
wide programme of objectives some 
of which were. 

To encourage and advance  phila- 
tely maintain a philatelic library 
senter and museum, acquire compre- 
hensive collections of stamps, to 
form a reference collection and the 
setting up of tests by which the 
authenticity of stamps may be check- 
ed and “to render opinions in con- 
nection therewith”, to engage in all 
forms of research activity and pub- 
lish books and articles on  philatelie 
matters. 

He enlarged upon these activities 
and showed by means of lantern 
slides, many of the problems of 
forgeries, fake cancellations, use of 
wrong paper which were often met 
with. He emphasied facilities of the 
Foundation were available to every 
collector willing to pay examination 
fee. 

In addition to his screen picture 
he showed six frames of rare stamps 
and their forgeries selected from the 
Foundations large reference  collec- 
tions. He dwelt for some time on one 
frame holding complete plate sheets 
of the 3d beaver proofs, black proof 
sheet, red proof marked “Specimen” 
and upper and lower panes of proof 
in color of issue. Both he and Fred 


Jarrett exchanged views on these 


proofs. Questions submitted to him 
by those present were answered. 

As a final treat, some nineteen 
pages from his specialized collection 
of Afghanistan were passed around 
for inspection. These unusual stamps 
are seldom seen here and were the 
subject of much questioning, 


At the meeting of the Toronto 
Stamp Colleetors Club on November 
18th Winthrop S. Boggs, Director of 
the Philatelic Foundation, New York, 
announced the appointment of Fred 
Jarrett as its Canadian Representa- 
tive. This is a well deserved honor, 
which adds another leaf to the laurel 
wreath now worn by him.

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A Brief History of Papermaking

Receiving no support from the 
government or from  papermakers 
Keller, continued to experiment for 
several years working out various 
techniques and improving his pulp. 
Finally he entered into an agreement 
with Heinrich Voelter a papermaker, 
and disclosed his process, with 
Voelter paying for the patent. Then 
followed years of endeavour to in- 
crease the volume of pulp per horse- 
power consumed and refine it, and 
it Was not until 1856 that the process 
could be termed wholly successful. 
In the meantime many others had 
learned of Keller's and Voelter's in- 
vention and various adaptations of 
the process were developed, but none 
ever superseded the original. 

In Canada, with the wealth of 
wood resources surrounding them, it 
is no wonder that papermakers were 
interested in any process to replace 
scarce rags. The first to do so was 
Alex Buntin, who had taken over 
the Miller Mill at Valleyfield in 1856. 
He went to Germany im 1865 and 
imported the first Voelter grinder 
in 1866. This was the foundation of 
Canada’s great mechanical pulp  in- 
dustry without which we would have 
no newsprint to export. 

However, mechanical wood pulp in 
which the entire log is chewed up 
into fibres by an oversize grindstone 
was not the complete answer, for 
the tars, resins, sugars and other 
constituents of the tree found their 
way into the paper. As these oxidize 
readily, papers made of mechanical 
or groundwood pulp soon turned 
brown and became brittle, so invent- 
ors searched for other methods of 
reducing wood to pulp which would 
purify it, and at the same time 
eliminate the need | for enormous 
quantities of waterpower required by 
the grindstones. 

Along about 1851 Hugh Burgess 
and Charles Watt of England dis- 
covered that a hot solution of caustic 
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soda could be used to disintegrate 
wood shavings to a more or less 


purified form of wood pulp and ten 
years later the old firm of Angus 
Logan & Co. founded in 1859, 
brought the process to Canada, from 
Burgess who was tnen in the U.S.A., 
and shipped out the then startingly 
new pulp in bags. Later Angus 
Logan & Co. became the Canada 
Paper Company, and is now one of 
the Howard Smith group of mills. 

Since the practicability of chemical 
wood pulp manufacture was now 
established the search went on for 
ather chemicals which might produce 
superior wood pulps. “This resulted 
in the development of the Sulphite 
Pulp method in 1866 by General 
Tilghman of the U.S.A. who employ- 
ed a cooking liquor of calcium 
bisulphite, plus heat and pressure, 
Sulphite is a strong white pulp of 
special value in bond, ledger and 
writine papers. While Tilehman had 
the basic idea he used lead linings in 
his digesters which were so corroded 
by the sulphurous acid used that he 
abandoned the process and turned to 
other pursuits. 

As Tilghman's process and meth- 
ods ended in failure they received 
little publicity, but a number of dif- 
ferent chemists were experimenting 
with various chemicals to make pulp 
from wood. In 1872 Carl Daniel Ek- 
man, a Swede, made an experimental 
cook» with sulphurous acid and mag- 
nesite at the  Bergviks Sagverks 
Pulpmill which was producing a pulp 
from wood waste by boiling and 
grinding. By 1874 a special pulp mill 
was set up at Bergviks and the pulp 
exported to England and Germany. 
Later similar pulp mills were organ- 
ized in England and the U.S.A. 

In the meantime Alexander Mits- 
cherlich, a famous German chemist, 
had become interested in the problem 
and in the course of his experiments 
found that calcium bisulphite showed 
excellent promise. With his brother 
Richard he built a small plant at 
Darnstadt in early 1874. In his pro- 
cess the cooking liquor was heated 
outside the digester, and, as tempera- 
ture and pressure were kept low, the 
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cooking times were extra long. How- 
ever the resulting pulp was easy to 
bleach and was exceptionally strong, 
and soon became popular. Other Ger- 


man pulpmakers, jealous of his suc- 
cess, unearthed the old Tilghman 
patents and Mitscherlich lost out in 
Germany. However he did sell them 
in the U.S.A. to Thilmany who 
organized the International Sulphite 
Fibre and Paper Co. at Detroit, 
Michigan, which took over the sole 
rights for the States and Canada. 
Both Ekman and Mitscherlich then 
had completed their original develop- 
ments by 1874, but they were quite 
slow and costly—what was wanted 
was a quicker and cheaper process. 
This was developed by Karl Kellner 
about 1882 at which time he and 
Baron Ritter took out a patent on a 


direct cook (steam enters directly 
into the digester), high pressure, 
method which brought the cooking 


time from 24 hours or longer of Mits- 
cherlich down to 8 or 10 hours and 
less. Kellner later in 1892 entered a 
partnership with Captain Edward 
Partington, a well known English 
papermaker who had also developed 
a sulphite process. 

The story of the development of 
sulphite pulp has been given in 
greater detail than perhaps a brief 
history would warrant, not only be- 
cause of its interest but because it 
has a distinct bearing on the first 
sulphite pulp production in Canada. 
Depending on which of the three or 
four process are taken to be the real 
one, several mills can take the credit. 
For years it has been incorrectly 


assumed that the Riordan Mill at 
Merritton was the first to manu- 


facture sulphite pulp, but that story 
has now been disclosed as false. 
Actually the first sulphite mill in 
Canada was the Halifax Wood Fibre 
Co. built at Sheet Harbour, Nova 
Scotia in 1885, using the original 
Partington process which was found- 
ed directly on the  Tilghman dis- 
closures. Three years later in 1888 
the Toronto Paper Company, now the 
Cornwall Division of Howard Smith 
Paper Mills, built a sulphite mill at 
Cornwall, Ontario using the Ritter- 
Kellner or direct cook method. The 
digesters were made in Germany and 
floated up the St. Lawrence from 
Montreal. The reason that the Mer- 
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ritton mill gets the credit for the 
first sulphite production is probably 
because Charles Riordan and John 
Barber organized the Canadian  Sul- 
phite Pulp Company in 1884, but it 
was not until 1886 that Mr. Riordon 
visited Europe to learn their met- 
hods. John Barber, President of Tor- 
onto Paper Company, also went to 
Europe in the fall of 1886, and on his 
return the Toronto Paper Company 
decided on the Ritter-Kellner process 


and got into production in 1888. 
Since Charles Riordon was Vice- 
President of the Toronto Paper 


Company he gets some credit for the 
second installation at least. On the 
other hand, the E. B. Eddy Company 
installed a Mitscherlich mill at Hull, 
Quebee, in 1889 and the Maritime 
Chemical Pulp Co. of Chatham, N.B., 
about four months before Eddy. The 
actual date the Riordon mill at Mer- 
ritton got started was December 
1890. 

One more of the standard pulps in 
use today remained to be developed 
—Kraft pulp, or sulphate, which 
came into being in 1885, although 
several semi-sulphate processes had 
been used in cooking straw for some 
time. The term “Kraft” | means 
strong, and its discovery was by 
accident, a digester man blowing a 
digester before the cooking time was 
completed. Rather than throw the 
pulp away it was made into a brown 


paper which was found to be much 
stronger than most wood pulp 
papers. The process uses caustic 


soda in combination with sodium sul- 
phate and produces a strong, brown, 
hard to bleach pulp mostly used for 
wrapping papers, bags, cartons and 
such. The Brompton Pulp & Paper at 
East Angus, P.Q. made the first sul- 
phate pulp in Canada, in fact on this 
continent, in 1907, followed in 1909 
by the Canada Paper Company. 

The early foundations of Canada's 
great pulp and paper industry were 
thus laid in the latter part of the 
19th eentury and at the turn of the 
20th. In 1871 there were only 21 


paper mills listed in the cenus em- 
ploying 760 people who were paid 
$197,000.00 in wages, to produce 


paper valued at some  $1,071,651.00. 
Ten years later there were 36 paper 
and 5 pulp mills in operation with 
1,588 employees, and by the  begin- 
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ning of this century the output had 
climbed to $8 million. Figures for 
1944 show 104 plants employing 
37,896 producing $369,846,086.00 
making the pulp and paper industry 
first in employment, first in total 
wages paid, first in export values, 
first in net values of production and 
first in capital invested. Exports to 
the United tates alone are more than 
double the value of the total gold 
production of the Dominion. This is 
indeed a most remarkable contribu- 
tion to the economy of a country like 
Canada which must, of necessity, 
import many raw materials and 
finished to support our high standard 
of living. 

From humble beginnings then the 
pulp and paper industry in Canada 
has reached mammoth proportions. 
So long as wood cellulose remains 
the basis for pulp manufacture, so 
long wil Canada be the great pulp 
producing country she is. Our forests 
are “Green Gold”, and much study, 
thought and money is being expended 
on them to the end they will remain 
a perpetual asset. To Tsai Lun we 
Canadians owe a debt of gratitude 
for the invention on which our most 
important industry is founded. 


KITCHENER GET-TO-GETHER 

More than 150 stamp collectors 
from various parts of Ontario at- 
tended the “Get-together” party of 


the Grand Valley Stamp Club, 
Kitchener, Ontario, which was held 
November 6th in Waterloo. 

Mr. Edward Goodale, well known 


philatelist of Hamilton, Ontario, was 
guest speaker after the dinner. He 
outlined the early postal history of 
Kitchener and the other cities and 
towns comprising the Grand River 
valley by illustrating his talk with 
selections of covers from his ex- 
tensive cover collection. 

He said that Waterloo had a post 
office many years before Berlin (now 
Kitchener). Early citizens of Kit- 
chener were resentful in having to 
go to Waterloo for their mail especi- 
ally since the stage coach delivering 
the mail from Dundas passed 
through their town on its way to the 
Waterloo post office. 

Mr. Goodale also noted that 
Kitchener has the reputation of hav- 
ing the most precancel misprints of 


any Canadian city. However this is 
no reflection on the city as all print- 
ing was done at the post office de- 
partment in Ottawa. 

Harvey Zeller introduced the 
speaker and Gordon Nelson thanked 
him. 

Bert Baulch of Brantford, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Philatelic 
Society and Phil McCabe of Mimico, 
executive secretary both spoke brief- 
ly about the society and its interest 
in stamp collectors. Jack Fraser of 
Galt; president of the G.R.V. Phila- 
telic Association also said a few 
words. 

Fred Shinn won the Dominion Life 
shield presented for the best exhibit. 
James Turley of the junior club and 
Arthur Boehmer, the last winner, 
tied for second place. The awards 
were made on the basis of a vote by 
ballot, by each visitor attending the 
exhibition. 

The winner of the prize draw was 
Charles Stevens of Toronto, a former 
Kitchener club member. The other 
awards went to Mrs. W. H. Freeman 
of Toronto and H. Weiland of Hamil- 
ton. 

Philatelists from Toronto, Strat- 
ford, Quelph, Thorold, Brantford, 
Ingersoll, London, Hamilton, Mimico, 
Galt, Tielsonburg, Preston, Bridge- 
port and Paris were present.

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Origin of the Christmas Card

Be merry all, be merry all, 
With holly dress the festive hall; 
Prepare the song, the feast, the 
ball, 
To welcome Merry Christmas.

It is the year 1844 in the city of 
Birmingham. There as in all the 
Christian world thoughts were turn- 
ing to the coming of Christmas, with 
its good cheer, giving and receiving 
of gifts, thoughts of the first 
Christmas, the Babe in the manger, 
whose coming meant so much to all 
mankind. In a small not too well 
lighted room in the Birmingham 
School of Design sat the headmaster 
W. A. Dobson (later Queen Victoria’s 
favorite painter). Master of ` scrip- 
tural subjects he was painting a 
small water colour, appropriate to 
the season of the vear. It was to be a 
gift to one of his relatives. 

There is little doubt that this 
picture is the direct ancestor of our 
modern. Christmas cards. The re- 
cipient showed it to the Rev. Edward 
Bradley better known by his pen 
name of “Cuthbert Bede” the author. 
Bradley was an author of consider- 
able originality but modest mien. 

At the time people were in the 
habit of writing personal letters of 
greeting to their friends at Christmas 
time. The post was really pretty new. 
Still a novelty perhaps. The artist 
Dobson painted only one picture and 
does not seem to have thought the 
idea worth exploiting. Bradley on the 
other hand seems to have realized 
its possibilities. His personal pop- 
ularity required him to write many 
letters of greeting at the Christmas 
season. 

The next year he designed a card 
about the size of a ladies” card and 
had it done by a firm of printers and 
stationers in Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
Among the recipients of Bradley’s 
card was Sir Henry Cole. He ap- 
parently an astute business man 
realized the commercial value of the 
idea. So, in 1846 he, commissoned an 
artist J. C. Horsley R. A. to prepare 


a design and had some two thousand 
done and sold them in his shop in 
Bond Street. A repeat order by 


3radley to the firm in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne in 1846 it seems also convinced 
Mr. Lambert the head of the firm of 


‘its value for his firm prepared 


designs and a series of cards for the 
market for the 1847 Christmas-New 
Year’s trade. The “Christmas card 
was on its way. 

The design by Horsley for Sir 
Henry Cole as was the age was 
ornate. It was lithographed and 
coloured by hand, in size about six 
inches by five inches. Surrounded by 
a border of scrolls and figures were 
four scenes. The scene at the top 
left showed a period dance (a Sir 
Roger de Coverley) in progress. To 
the right a typical English family 
seated around a table of Christmas 
fare. The scenes at the bottom, to 
the right skating on the Serpentine 
and to the left distribution of soup 
to the poor, In the center at the bot- 
tom worked into somewhat of a panel 
in the border were the words “A 
Merry Christmas and Happy New 
Year to You”. They were sold at 
sixpence each, a goodly price in those 
days. 

As in most things there is a dis- 
pute as to the originator and the 
origin. Credit is claimed by one W. N. 
Egley then a youth of 16 to have 
been the originator. He claims to 
have produced a card in 1842. In fact 
Sir Henry Cole at one time claimed 
to be the originator as did also a 
London artist by the name of Joseph 
Cundall. Most authorities now ac- 
cept the Bradley story and Dobson's 
picture as the real ancestor of our 
modern Christmas cards 

Now just over 100 years later 
millions of Christmas cards are sent 
each year. Each with its message of 
good cheer, good wishes and happy 
days. The idea born almost by 
accident enables you and me and 
millions of others to send Christmas 
greetings to our friends and loved 
ones. | 
If I could and I wish I could, send 
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a Christmas card to every collector, 
yes every living person young and 
old. My card would be a set of 
Hungarian stamps Scott’s numbers 
617 to 619. My hope would be that 
every collector would make them the 
first page in his collection, and 
every non collector, who did not 
become one, would carry them the 
whole year through. They are not 
worth much in money, only a very 
few cents. That does not matter. The 
message they carry and the thoug'hts 
that go with them are the important 
things. The three values show the 
three important scenes of the first 
Christmas, the angel appearing to 
the shepherds with the message of 
His coming, the scene in the manger 
and the adoration of the new born 
King of Kings. 

It matters not what your religious 
views are. All you have to do is, go 
out into the day and see the sun, the 
trees, the flowers or go out into the 
night and see the moon and the 
stars above to realize and to know 
and be assured that an all guiding 
Hand has us in His care. To you one 
and all I say, A Merry Christmas 
and a Happy New  Year—on earth 
peace good will toward men.

NEGLECT THEIR MAIL 


A London, Ont., collector writes 
regarding a failing we have often 
commented upon and endeavored to 
awake concern in the minds of the 
offenders. He says in part. 

Up to my retirement, eight years 
ago, my experience was altogether 
in the business world. I handled con- 
siderable correspondence, always 
made it a point to answer all letters 
immediately. If an immediate answer 
could not be given due to lack of 
complete information, the letter was 
at least acknowledged and  intima- 
tion given as to when it would have 
attention. 

Since resuming the hobby of 
stamp collecting. I have been annoy- 
ed no end at the apparent lack of 
courtesy on the part of so many 
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dealers, Some who claim to have 
been in the business for years, are 
just as bad in this respect as those 
of more recent vintage. 

Some weeks ago I wrote several 
dealers who . advertised that they 
were in need of stamps. In course 


of time, two of the lot replied with 
offers that were ridiculous. Others 
never had the courtesy to reply. 

In sending in Want Lists, you 
generally have to wait for weeks 
before getting a reply. In this case, 
I think that at times they shop 
around to see if they can pick up 
required items rather than say they 
haven't got them. 

Many U.S.A. dealers are just as 
bad. An order sent with cash  en- 
closed, seven weeks ago, not yet 
acknowledged. 

I think there would be a great op- 
portunity for a dealer who could 
promise reply by return mail.

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ADVICE FOR BEGINNERS 
IN STAMPS 
By J. H. Riddell 


There are quite a number of 
stamps which have some minor dif- 


ferences which- a beginner might 
overlook very easily. For instance 
Australia's 2 penny of 1936. The 


name Australia comes in two quite 
different sizes of letters thus giving 
two varieties instead of one. The , 2 
penny Bermuda of 1936 and 1938 are 
so similar a beginner might . over- 
look the difference. Rhodesia as 
British South Africa on some stamps 
show the scroll as passing back of 
the leg of the unicorn but not on 
others, thus providing two different 
types. Cape of Good Hope 1864 issue 
shows a narrow line which serves as 
a frame to stamp. This is missing in 
later issues. Gt. Britian’s earliest 
issues show an ornament in upper 
covers when later ones show letters 
in their place. The sixpence of 1865 
comes with and without a hyphen 
between the six and pence thus giv- 
ing 2 varieties of this stamp. Br. 
Empire issue of 1924-25, same ex- 
cept for date. 


Bosnia early issues show value at 
top of stamp, later ones at bottom. 
France first issue Napoleon reads 
Repub. France, then Empire France. 
A beginner might not notice the dif- 
ference. Germany early issues show 
eagles of different size and type. 
Hayti—Branches on tree are dif- 
ferent on issues of 1891 and 938. This 
might easily pass notice. Norway 
shows a slight difference in the 
shape of letters E E P P. 

Greece—Different printing 
same design. Paris—Clear and dis- 
tinct. Athens—Impression poor. 
Gwaloir on India: some with native 
words surcharged, others not so. 
Palestine with and without surcharge 
also difference in surcharge. United 
States—Some early issues come em- 
bossed and the same stamp without 
the embossing. Barbados—The issue 
of 1925 has the inscription Postage 
and Revenue at the top while an 
identical one issued in 1938 has not. 
Various Br. Colonies have the in- 
seription Postage and Revenue while 
later ones of the same design read 
Postage and Postage., otherwise 
being similar. Examples of this are 


from 
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St. Helena, Sarawak, Seychelles and 
several other colonies. Various sur- 


charged stamps of the same type 
will have different sized letters in 
surcharge. Examples of this are 


Cyprus, Jamaica, St. Kitts-Nevis and 
others like Ireland (Eire) with dif- 
ferent wording.  Rouletted stamps 
should be looked upon as distinct 
from perforated ones. These serve as 
a few examples of bona fide var- 
ieties. ` | 

I think it is going to extremes to 
pay any attention to little flaws in 
printing such as the so called Weep- 
ing Princes. Collectors have plenty 
of scope without bothering with such 
misprints. 

In New Zealand 1898 2% penny 
there are two varieties of this stamp 
which on close inspection show a 
marked differenee one might easily 
overlook. The spelling on one is 
Wakatipu the order Wakitipu. Words 
postage and revenue also placed dif- 
ferently. 

Griqualand—Same as Cape Good 
Hope save for the addition of the 
letter G. Finland issue of 1891-2— 
Similar to that of Russia except for 
the addition of small circular orna- 
ments. 

Canada— Postage Due Scroll on 
1908 is reversed on later issues. 
India Hyderabad State list 1902 
issue reads Post Stamps: later issue 
1915 reads Post and Receipt, while 
they also show much variety of sur- 
charge. 

Many stamps show different shad- 
es of color which provides many 
extra samples for a collection. This is 
especially noticable in the Canada 
1870-97 issues. To a careful col- 
lector some of these examples may 
seem super flaws but I know from 
experience it is easy to overlook 
some of these items for as a begin- 
ner I for a time passed them  un- 
noticed. 

Not many collectors seem to know 
that there are two very distinct 
shades of colour in the 13c of 1932 
and few can show a CENTERED 
pair, mint or used, of the two. Same 
with the 10c Mounty of 1935; there 
is a rosy shade which is not com- 
mon; even scarcer is a pale shade 
which appeared around Ottawa in 
1936—haven't seen it from any other 
office.

TWISTED SAYING OF 
WILL ROGERS 


A new stamp issued by the United 
States Post Office commemorates 
the famed humorist, Will Rogers. It 
carries as central design a portrait 
and what is said to be one of his 
widely quoted sayings: “I never met 
a man I didn’t like.” 

Will Rogers got around, and was a 
man of more than ordinary discern- 
ment; it is incredible that he should 
not have encountered persons re- 
pulsive to him or any other decent 
individual. There is a well-known 
saying to the effect that there is 
some good in every person, but the 
evidence as to exceptions seems from 
time to time to be overwhelming. 

In his autobiography Irvin S. Cobb 
writes: “Will Rogers was as shrewd 
a judge of human nature as I have 
known. He had his favorites and his 
antipathies and privately he never 
hesitated to express these judge- 
ments in salty language. During his 
most tolerant moments I can no more 
imagine him having a mushy softness 
in his soul for the kndnapper of the 
Lindbergh baby or for Hickman the 
child-killer, than I can imagine one
